Why does not the Sentinel publish 


all the congratulatory telegrams receiv- 
ed by it and the democratic state cen- 
tral committee from the "solid south ?"

Later returns do not materially alter 


the figures already published. Williams' 
majority will be about 3,500, while the 
republicans have carried nine congress- 
ional districts and have fifty-two mem- 
bers of the lower house of the general 
assembly.
